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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 5,10-12,15,16,21-25,27-31,34-36,48-50 and 53-62 are allowed. 

Dietrich fails to teach independent claims 2,3,4 and 5 which each requires at least about 
20 percent by. volume of silicon; and claim 37 calls for at least about 50 volume percent. 
In contrast, the composite body of Dietrich contains at most about 15% by volume 
silicon. Large fractions of silicon are an important feature of the present invention as 
they help to achieve low thermal expansion coefficient. 

Nonelected claims 1-2,17-20,32,51 should be cancelled.
